NOW THEREFORE,

Pittsburgh Code, Chapter 549, entitled 
"Residential Parking Permit Program," a 
parking management plan is adopted as 
follows: 

Within an area starting at the 
intersection of Robinson Street and 
Allequippa Street along Robinson Street 
to its intersection with Fifth Avenue.

permit shall be ten (10) dolars for one 
year; and 

that one (1) visitor's permit shall be 
issued free to eacg eligible parking 
permit applicant, and at a cost of one (1) 
dollar for acg eligible household without 
a car; and 

that each legal nonconforming use, 
established prior to teh implementation 
of the Residential Sticker Parking 
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Program in a designated area, will be 
permitted to purchase one additional 
visitor's pass for eacg increment of 5 
employees.

At 
the time of purchasing the additional 
visitors passes, each legal nonconforming 
use must submit verifiable 
documentation in order to determine the

street parking as requried by the Board 
and shall not be entitled to any 
additional visitor’s passes.

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh ("City") requires for its use from time to time 
certain automotive vehicles and other equipment (the "Equipment") to provide needed 
services for its citizens; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh Equipment Leasing Authority ("Authority") was 
incorporated under the Municipality Authorities Act of 1945, as amended, pursuant to a 
resolution of the Council of the City for purpose of leasing equipment to the City; and 

WHEREAS, the City has requested the Authority to purchase the Equipment and to 
lease the Equipment to the City; and 

WHEREAS, the \uthority will agree to purchase the Equipment requested and to

The 
Mayor, City Controller and City Clerk are hereby authorized and directed to prepare, 
verify and file the Debt Statement required by Section 410 of the Debt Act, together 
with an application for approval of said indebteness with the Department of Community 
Affairs as promptly as practicable and to do and perform all other acts and sign all other 
documents neccessary and proper in connection therewith. 

SECTION 5. The maximum amount of rental to be paid in each year under the 
Lease is set out on Schedule A attached to this resolution. The City covenants that it will 
include the amount of such rental in its budget for each year in which each such amount 
is payable; that it will appropriate such amounts from its revenue for the payment of 
such rentals and that it will duly and punctually pay such rentals or cause them to be paid 
on the dates and at the places and in the manner stated in the Lease according to the 
true intent and meaning thereof. For such budgeting, appropriation and payment, the 
City hereby pledges its full faith, credit and taxing power. 

SECTION 6. Pursuant to and subject to the provisions of the Municipality 
Authorities Act of 1945, as amended, and upon receipt by the City of the approval of the

conclusively evidenced by such execution. 

SECTION 7. The Mayor and the Director of the Department of General Services 
are hereby authorized and empowered to execute the Lease for and on behalf of the City 
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and the City Clerk shall attest the same and affix thereto the seal of the City. 


The City consents to the assignment by the Authority of its rights 
under the Lease to the Trustee to secure the Bonds.

SECTION 11, The Mayor of the City hereby is authorized to permit the distribution 
of, and to sign and deliver such placement memorandum or official statement on behalf 
of the City in such form and with such content as he shall deem advisable.

RESOLUTION WHEREAS, a 
recent proposal for development around 
the Three Rivers Stadium area has been 
recommended by the Planning 


Department. This development proposal 
must have considerable up-front capital 
(20-50 million) to get off the ground. 
The up-front public funds must be spent 
for the following: 

* Re-locate the road system (5.2 
million) 

* Construct a four^tier parking 
garage and additional parking lots 
(garage-23 million, cost of lots - 
unknown) 

* Install public crosswalks (2.4 
million minimum) 

* Considerable infrastructure work 
including water, sewer lines and 
public space improvements (public 
space - 7.8 million; water & sewer 
- unknown) 

WHEREAS, developers will not 
invest in the Stadium property under the 
proposal presented without this up-front 
public capital investment. And with this 
public capital investment there is no 
assurance of success with this 
development proposal. A barrier (the 
Allegheny River) will always exist 
between the Downtown and the Stadium 
Area. It has been further proposed to 
install a horizontal elevator to bridge 
this barrier. Private funding (10-15 
million) is a serious problem and the 
success of the entire project is 
dependent on this key element. 

WHEREAS, major inconveniences 
will exist during construction for the 
tenants of the Stadium (Pirates and 
Steelers) and after construction with a 
four-tier parking garage. The proposal 
as suggested may in fact, harm the 
existing tanants at the Stadium rather 
than enhance this sports arena, and may 
jeopardize Key Pittsburgh Companies 
(Clark Candy, Kaufmans, Miller Printing 
Machinery Company and U.S. Steel and 
Supply) located directly adjacent to the 
stadium property. 
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WHEREAS, major emphasis toward 
development in Pittsburgh should be 
geared to enhance the ailing Convention 
Center and the Downtown. A significant 
amount of property (30-50 acres) is 
presently available for development in 
the Strip Area along the Allegheny 
River. The close proximity of both the 
Convention Center and the Downtown, 
within walking distance, is the key 
element to insure an economically 
healthy development. In addition less 
up-front public capital would be 
necessary. 

WHEREAS, it is estimated that 
3,000 jobs would be created within 5-10 
years with the Stadium Proposal. A 
major development in the Strip Area 
would create 3,000 to 5,000 jobs within 2 
to 5 years. The economic survival of the 
Convention Center would be assured and 
the Downtown Business Area would be 
enhanced. The spin-off effect of this 
development includes the need for 
additional downtown hotels and the 
development of a tourism industry in 
Pittsburgh. The Strip Area Proposal has 
the greatest potential for short range 
growth of jobs in Pittsburgh. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Members of Pittsburgh City Council 
request re-evaluation of the Three 
Rivers Stadium Proposal, and for this re- 
evaluation to include development more 
consistent with the needs of the long¬ 
term tenants at the Stadium.

RESOLUTION increasing the Bonded Indebteness of the City by the issuance 
of General Obligation Bonds in the aggregate principal amount of $21,000,000.00 to 
provide funds to pay a portion of the cost of the City's Capital Improvement Program; 
and to pay the costs of issuance of the Bonds; and (1) approving the cost estimates for 
that portion of the Capital Improvement Program being Funds; (2) Approving the Public 
Sale of the Bonds; (3) Accepting and Authorizing the execution and delivery of the 
accepted proposal for the purchase of the bonds; (4) Approving the increase in the 
Nonelectoral Indebteness; (5) Fixing the number , date, interest payment dates maturities 
of the bonds; (6) Establishing the medium of payment; (7) Establishing requirements for 
registration and transfer; (8) Providing for payment of principal and interest; (9) 
providing for multilated, destroyed, stolen or lost bonds and authorizing the preparation, 
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execution and delivery of one or more temporary bonds; (10) Fixing the redemption 
provisions of the bonds; (11) Establishing the useful life of the Capital Improvement 
Program; (12) Stating that the Bonds shall be General Obiligation Bonds and Nonelectoral 
Debt; (13) Establishing the form of the bonds;(14) Authorizing the execution of the bonds; 

(15) Pledging the City's full faith and credit for the payment of principal and interest; 

(16) authorizing the creation of the Sinking Fund; (17) Authorizing the appointment of the 
paying agent, the Bond registrar and the Sinking Fund Depositary; (18) Authorizing the 
filing for approval of said Debt with the Department of Community Affairs and 
authorizing the payment of the required filing fee; (19) Ratifying the distribution of the 
preliminary official statement; (20) Accepting and approving the final official statement 
and authorizing its execution; (21) Appropriating the Bond proceeds for designated 
purposes; (22) Convenanting that the Bonds will not become abritrage Bonds; (23) 
Authorizing the execution of a NO Arbitrage Certificate; (24) Authorizing and Directing 
preparation, execution and delivery of all required Documentation; (25) Appointing Bond 
Counsel for the issuance of the Bonds; (26) estbalishing effective date of Resolution; and 
(27) Repealing Inconsistent Resolutions and Ordinances. 

WHEREAS, it is neccessary that the bonded indebteness of the City of Pittsburgh 
("the City") be increased by and amount of Twenty-One Million Dollars ($21,000,000) by 
the issuance of the Bonds hereinafter described ("the Bonds"), for the purpose of funding 
certain projects included in the City's Capital Improvement Program such as 
improvements to roads, bridges, parks, recreation facilities and other public facilities; 
and to pay the costs and expenses of preparing, issuing and marketing the Bonds 
(Collectivly the "Project"); and 

WHEREAS, in order to implement the sale of the Bonds it will be neccessary for 
the City to: 

(1) approve the cost estimates for the Capital Improvement Program; 

(2) approve the public sale of the Bonds; 

(3) accept and authorize the execution and delivery of the accepted 

proposals for purchase of the Bonds; 

(4) approve the increase of the nonelectoral indebteness of the City; 

(5) fix the number, date, interest payment dates and maturities of the 

Bonds; 

(6) establish the medium of payment; 

(7) establish requirements for registration and transfer of the Bonds; 

(8) provide for payment of principal and interest; 

(9) provide for mutilated, destroyed, stolen or lost Bonds and authorize 
the preparation, execution and delivery of one or more temporary 
bonds; 
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(10) fix redemption provisions for the Bonds; 

(11) establish the useful life of the Capital Improvement Program; 

(12) state that the Bonds shall be general obiligation bonds and nonelectoral 
debt; 

(13) establish the form the the Bonds; 

(14) authorize the execution of the Bonds; 

(15) pledge the City's full faith, credit and taxing power for the payment of 
the principal of and the interest of the Bonds; 

(16) authorize the payment of principal and interest from the sinking fund; 

(17) authorize the appointment of the Paying Agent, Bond Registrar and 
Sinking Fund Depositary; 

(18) authorize the filing for approval of said debt with the Department of 
Community Affairs; 

(19) ratify the distribution of the Preliminary Official Statement; 

(20) accept and approve the Official Statement and authorize its execution; 

(21) appropriate the Bond proceeds for designated purposes; 

(22) convenant that the Bonds will not be arbitrage Bonds; 

(23) authorize the execution of a No Arbitrage Certificate; 

(24) authorize the preparation, execution and delivery of any other required 
documentation; 

(25) appoint Bond Counsel for the issuance of the Bonds; 

(26) establish the effective date of resolution; 

(27) repeal inconsistent resolutions or ordinances; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The estimated cost of the Capital Improvement Program as set forth 
in Exhibit "A", attached hereto and made a part hereof, is, in compliance with Section 
106 of the Local Goverment Unit Debt Act, Act of July 12, 1972, P.L. 781, as re-enacted 
and amended, 53 P.S. . 6780-1 et^ seq. , (the "Act") and is hereby approved. 

SECTION 2. The public sale of the Bonds pursuant to Article VII of the Act is 
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hereby approved. 


SECTION 3. The Proposal (the "Accepted Proposal") dated December 5, 1984, 
between the City and the Paine Webber (co ll ective l y the "Purchasers") attached hereto 
and made a part hereof as Exhibit "B" for the purchase of $21,000,000, principal amount 
nonelec to ral general obiligation bonds at a price of $20,580,000.00, plus accrued interest 
thereof from December 1, 1984, to the date of delivery presented to this meeting is 
hereby accepted. 

SECTION 4. The nonelectoral indebteness of the City be, and it hereby is, 
increased by the amount of Twenty-One Million Dollars ($21,000,000), being the principal 
amount of the bonds, for the purpose of providing funds to pay the cost of the Project. 

SECTION 5. The Principal amout of nonelectoral indebteness shall be evidenced by 
a series of general obiligation bonds, entitled "City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, General 
Obiligation Bonds Series of 1984", in the aggregate principal amount of $21,000,000 (the 
"Bonds") shall bear interest from December 1, 1984, shall bear interest at the rates, 
payable on February 1, and August 1 of each year, commencing August 1, 1985 y and shall 
mature on August 1 as set forth on Exhibit B, 

SECTION 6. The bonds shall be payable, with respect to interest, principal and 
redemption price in any coin or currency of the United States of America which, at the 
time of payment, is legal tender for the payment of public and private debts. 

SECTION 7. The Bonds shall be issued in the form of fully registered Bonds without 
coupons, in denominations of $5,000, or any whole multiple thereof. Each Bond will be 
dated as of the date of its authentication and will bear interest from the February 1 or 
August 1 as the case may be, next preceding the date of such Bond to which interest has 
been paid, unless the date of such Bond is a date to which interest has been so paid, in 
which case from the date of such Bond, or unless the date of such Bond is prior to August 
1, 1985, in which case from December 1, 1984, However, if the City fails to pay the 
interest due on any interest payment date then any such Bond shall bear interest from 
the February 1 or August 1, as the case may be, next preceding the date of such Bond to 
which interest has been paid, or if no interest has been paid from December 1, 1984. 

The person in whose name any Bond is registered at the close of buisness on 
any Regular Record Date (as defined below) with respect to any interest payment date 
will be entitled to receive the interest payable on such interest payment date 
notwithstanding the cancellation of such Bond upon any transfer or exchange thereof 
subsequent to such Regular Record Date and prior to such interest payment date except, 
if and to the interest payment date, such defaulted interest will be paid to the persons in 
whose names outstanding Bonds are registered at the close of buisness on a date ("Speical 
Record Date") established by the Paying Agent, hereinafter defined, the Paying Agent 
shall give notice of such Special Record Date to all holders of Bonds not less that ten (10) 
days prior to such date. The term "Regular Record Date" with respect to any interest 
payment date means the January 15 or July 15 immediately preceding such interest 
payment date. 

The Bonds may be transferred or exchanged only on the bond register (the 
"Bond Register") of the City maintained at the principal corporate trust office of Mellon 
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Bank, N.A., or its duly appointed successor (the "Registrar" and "Paying Agent"), in the 
City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. No transfer or exchange of any Bond will be vaild 
unless made at such office and registered on the Bond Register. 

Every Bond presented or surrendered for registration of transfer or exchanged 
must be duly endorsed, or be accompanied by a written instrument of transfer in form 
and with guaranty of signature satisfactory to the City and the Paying Agent, duly 
executed by the registered owner thereof or his duly authorized agent or legal 
representive. No service charge shall be made for any transfer or exchange of any Bond, 
but the City may require payment of a sum sufficient to cover any tax or other 
governmental charge that may be imposed in connection with any transfer or exchange of 
Bonds. The City shall not be required to: (a) issue, or to register the transfer or exchange 
of, any Bond during a period of fifteen (15) business days before any date of selection of 
Bonds to be redeemed; or (b) register the transfer, or exchange of any Bond selected, 
being called, or called for redemption. 

Any portion of a bond of a denomination larger than $5,000 may be redeemed, 
but only in the principal amount of $5,000 or any integral multiple thereof. Prior to 
selecting Bonds for redemption, the Paying Agent will assign numbers to each $5,000 
portion of any Bond of a denomination larger than $5,000 and will treat each portion as a 
separate Bond in the denomination of $5,000 for purposes of selection for redemption. 
Upon surrender of any Bond for redemption of a portion thereof, the Paying Agent will 
athenticate and deliver to the registerd owner a new Bond or Bonds of authorized 
denominations in a aggregate principal amount equal to the unredeemed portion of the 
Bond surrendered. 

Subject to the provisions relating to payment of interest to Holders on the 
appropriate record date the City and Paying Agent may deem and treat the person in 
whose name any outstanding registered Bond shall be registered upon the books of the 
City as the absolute owner of such Bond, whether such Bond shall be overdue or not, for 
the purpose of receiving payment of, or on account of, the principal and redemption price 
if any, of on such Bond and for all other purposes and all such payments so made to any 
such registered owner or upon his order shall be valid and effectual to satisfy and 
discharge the liability upon such Bond to the extent of the sum or sums so paid and 
neither the City nor Paying Agent shall be affected by any notice to the contrary. 

SECTION 8. The principal of and interest and premium if any, on the Bonds shall 
be payable at the principal corporate trust office of the Paying Agent of any successor 
Paying Agent appointed by the City provided that interest will be paid by check mailed 
to the Record Holder on the appropriate Record Date, unless written demand is made by 
such holder for payment in legal tender at the principal corporate trust office of the 
Paying Agent. 

All the Bonds issued hereunder shall be negotiable as provided in the Act, 
subject to the provisions for registration and transfer contained herein and in the Bonds. 

SECTION 9. hi case any Bond shall become multilated or be destroyed, stolen or 
lost, the City shall execute and cause the Paying Agent to deliver a new Bond of like 
maturity and principal amount as the Bond, if any, so mutilated, destroyed, stolen or lost, 
in exchange and subsitution for such mutilated Bond, if any, or in lieu of any subsitution 
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for the Bond, if any destroyed, stolen or lost, upon filing with the City evidence 
satisfactory to it and complying with such other reasonable regulations as the City may 
prescribe and paying such expense as the City may incur in connection therewith. All 
Bonds so surrendered to the Paying Agent shall be cancelled by it and evidence of such 
cancellation shall be given to the City. The Paying Agent shall advise the City by a 
certificate of the issuance of substitute Bonds. 


Pending the execution and delivery of the denfintive Bonds to be issued under 
this Resolution, the proper officers of the City, with the consent of the Manager, are 
hereby authorized to have prepared and to execute and deliver to the Managers of the 
Bonds hereby authorized one or more temporary typewritten or printed bonds for the 
aggregate principal amount of the Bonds authorized in this Resolution, which temporary 
Bonds shall be in such denomination and amount as the said officers may determine, and 
shall be substantially of the tenor of the registered Bonds to be issued hereunder, with 
appropriated ommissions, insertions and variations as may be required. Each of said 
temporary Bonds shall bear on its fact the words "TEMPORARY GENERAL 
OBLIGATION BONDS, SERIES OF 1984," and such temporary Bonds shall be 
exchangeable at the office of the Paying Agent for a like principal amount of definitive 
Bonds when such definitive Bonds are ready for delivery. 

SECTION 10. The Bonds maturing on or after August 1, 1993, shall be subject to 
redemption prior to maturity on or after August 1, 1992, at the option of the City, whole 
on any date or part in inverse order of maturity and by lot within a maturity, on any 
interest payment date at the redemption price plus accrued interest to the date fixed for 
redemption, pursuant to the following schedule:

SECTION 12. The Bonds are, and shall be general obiligation bonds and are, and 
shall be, nonelectoral debt of the City.

SECTION 14, The Mayor is hereby authorized and directed to sign by facsimile 
signature each of the Bonds and there shall be imprinted on the Bonds a facsimile of the 
corporate seal of the City duly attested by the facsimile signature of the Director of 
Finance and countersigned by the facsimile signature of the City Controller or Deputy 
Controller. In case of the absence or disability of any such official, the Bonds shall be 
signed by the City officical authorized by law or by resolution of City Council to act in 
his place. The City Controller or Deputy Controller of the City is hereby authorized and 
directed to deliver said Bonds to the Purchasers or in such place as the Purchasers shall 
request, at the Purchaser's expense and receive payment therefor on behalf of the City 
after sale of the Bonds in the maimer required by law; provided, however, that said Bonds 
shall not be sold for less than that stipulated in the Accepted Proposal with accrued 
interest to the date of delivery and payment. 

SECTION 15. The City covenants with the holder of each of the Bonds, in 
compliance with Section 404 of the Act, that it will budget, appropriate from its general 
revenues and duly punctually pay from the Sinking Fund the debt service on the Bonds at 
the times and places and in the manner stated in the Bonds according to the true intent 
and meaning thereof, and for such budgeting, appropriation and payment the City pledges 
its full faith, credit and taxing power. This covenant shall be specifically enforceable. 

SECTION 16. All moneys required to pay the principal of, and interest on, the 
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Bonds, when due shall be paid into the Sinking Fund, hereby created and established for 
the payment of the City's bonded indebteness (the "Sinking Fund") as required. All 
moneys in the Sinking Fund shall be applied exclusively to the payment of the principal 
on the Bonds at maturity or upon redemption, and interest thereon, when due, to which 
purpose they are hereby irrevocably pledged. 

The City hereby covenants to make payments out of the Sinking Fund at such times 
and in such annual amounts as are sufficient for the payment of the interest and principal 
on the Bonds as they become due at maturity. The moneys in said Sinking Fund may be 
invested at the direction of the City at any time, all in accordance with applicable law. 

SECTION 17. The Mayor and the City Controller or Deputy City Controller are 
hereby authorized and directed (1) to contract with Mellon Bank N.A. of the City of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, for their services as Paying Agent and Registrar for the Bonds 
at such annual charges as shall be reasonable for such services, (2) to direct Mellon Bank 
N.A. to authenticate the Bonds, and (3) to contract with Mellon Bank N.A. for its 
services as Sinking Fund Depositary in connection with the Sinking Fund created pursuant 
to Section 17 of this Resolution. 

SECTION 18. It is declared that the net nonelectoral debt of the City to be 
incurred hereby, together with all presently existing net debt of the City, will not be in 
excess of the constitutional limitations as set forth in the Act. The City Controller or 
Deputy City Controller, the Director of Finance and the City Clerk are hereby 
authorized and directed to prepare, verify and file neccessary documentation required by 
Section 410 of the Act and to submit the same, together with an "Application for 
Approval", of said indebteness including the Debt Statement, Borrowing Base Certificate 
and the neccessary filing fee to the Department of Community Affairs, pursuant and in 
conformity with the Act, as promptly as practicable, and to do and perform and all other 
acts proper and neccessary in connection therewith. 

SECTION 19. The mailing and otherwise circulating the Preliminary Official 
Statement dated November 26, 1984, is hereby ratified. 

SECTION 20. The Official Statement, the distribution thereof to the Purchasers of 
the Bonds and the use thereof by the Purchasers is hereby accepted and the City 
Controller or Deputy City Controller and the Director of Finance are authorized and 
directed to execute the Official Statement and deliver the same to the Purchasers in 
substantially the form of the Preliminary Official Statement with such changes, 
ommissions, insertions and revisions as they shall deem advisable. 

SECTION 21. All moneys derived from the sale of said Bonds are hereby 
appropriated to the purposes herein stated; provided, however, as permitted by Section 
403 of the Act, said purposes may be changed by resolution at any time. 

SECTION 22. The City hereby covenants with the holders from time to time of the 
Bonds that it will make no use of the proceedings of the Bonds which, if such use had 
been reasonably excepted on the date of such Bonds, would have caused such Bonds to be 
"arbitrage bonds" within the meaning of Section 103 (c) of the Inetrnal Revenue Code of 
1954, as amended, and the regulations thereunder, and that it will comply with the 
requirements of said Section and said regulations throughout the terms of the Bonds. 
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SECTION 23. The Director of Finance is hereby authorized and directed to deliver 
a No-Arbitrage Certificate in form satisfactory to Bond Counsel* 

SECTION 24. The proper officers of the City are hereby authorized and directed to 
prepare, execute and deliver all other certificates, documents and instruments required 
to be submitted by the City pursuant to the terms of the Accepted Proposal and to take 
such other action as may be neccessary or appropriate in order to effectuate the sale, 
issuance, execution and delivery of the Bonds. *■ 

SECTION 25. The law firm of Rose, Schmidt, Dixon _§c Hasley be and it hereby is, 
appointed Bond Counsel for the issuance of the Bonds. 

SECTION 26. It is hereby authorized and directed pursuant to the Act that this 
Resolution shall be come valid and effective on the fifth day after the Notice of Fined 
Enactment has been published in a newspaper of general circulation in the City, said 
Notice of Fined Enactment to be published no later than fifteen (15) days after the 
adoption of the Resolution.

Tax payments and occupation tax

No. 8. AN ORDINANCE amending the Pittsburgh Code, Title Five - Traffic, Chapters 
501, 521, 523, and 525 by defining "booting" permitting immobilization, providing for 
hearings for immobilized vehicles and towed vehicles, and setting fee for release of 
immobilized vehicles. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Section 501.01(a) of the Pittsburgh Code is hereby supplemented by 
the addition of the following new paragraph: 

501.01(a) (17) "Boot" means a device consisting of metal clamps or jaws and a 

padlocking device which, when attached to the wheel of a motor vehicle, prevents 
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the vehicle from being driven. 

SECTION 2. Section 521.01 of the Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Section 521.01 Vehicle Immobilization, Removal and Impoundment. 

Any vehicle having five or more unpaid summonses or other process, issued against 
it within an eighteen month period, charging that such vehicle was parked, stopped or 
standing in violation of the Commonwealth Vehicle Code, this Traffic Title or any other 
traffic ordinance of the City is deemed to be a public nuisance and the Police 
Department or any other City agent assigned to traffic duty is hereby authorized to: 

(a) Remove such vehicle or cause to be removed at the sole cost and expense of the 
habitual violator, or 

(b) Immobilize such vehicle by means of applying a boot. If the vehicle has 
remained immobilized for a period of 72 hours, and release has not been obtained, 
the Police or other City authority shall have the authority to remove such vehicle or 
cause to be removed at the sole cost and expense of the habitual violator. In any 
case involving the immobilization of a vehicle pursuant to this Section, a notice shall 
be placed on such vehicle, in a conspicuous manner, sufficient to warn any individual 
that such vehicle has been immobilized and that any attempt to move such vehicle 
may result in dam age thereto. 

(1) Any tampering with or removal of the device shall be separate offenses 
and may be prosecuted as violations of the criminal mischief and theft sections 
of the Pennsylvania Crimes Code (Title 18, Section 3304 and 3921). 

(2) The City assumes no liability for loss or damage to said vehicle while 
immobilized. 


The Police or other City authority shall have the power and is hereby authorized to 
remove the vehicle by either private or governmental equipment to the City pound or 
elsewhere as deemed advisable. 

SECTION 3. Section 521.04 of the Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended as follows: 
Section 521.04 Release of Vehicle; Hearings 

(a) Vehicles immobilized or impounded pursuant to this chapter shall be released to 
their lawful owner or person entitled to possession upon a showing of adequate 
evidence of a right to its possession and upon paying all accrued fines and costs for 
each outstanding unpaid summons, or depositing of the collateral required for his 
appearance in the City Magistrate 1 ^ Court to answer to each violation for which 
there is an outstanding or otherwise unsettled traffic violation notice or warrant 
and, in addition thereto, the charges for immobilization, towing and storage. 

(b) In the event that the Owner of the vehicle believes that the immobilization was 
not authorized by law pursuant to this chapter, he may demand a hearing on the 
immobilization before a Magistrate having jurisdiction. Such demand shall be made 
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in writing upon a form supplied by the City. Such hearing shall be held no later than 
the first day, excluding Saturday, Sundays and holidays, following the demand 
therefor. The sole issue to be determined at such hearing on the immobilization 
shall be whether five or more parking violation citations have been issued against 
the vehicle within an eighteen month period and remain unpaid, the records as 
provided by the Pittsburgh Traffic Court shall be a conclusive presumption of the 
status of the citations. 

(1) Any person whose vehicle is immobilized or impounded under the provisions of 
this Chapter shall have the right to leave the vehicle in the City’s tow lot or 
immobilized by a boot, pending the hearing referred to in (b) above. 

(2) If the Magistrate determines that five or more unpaid parking violation citations 
within an eighteen month period are not outstanding and thus the towing or booting 
was unauthorized by law, the owner shall be entitled to immediate release and 
return of the vehicle without the payment of any booting or towing fee or storage 
charges. 

(3) If the Magistrate determines that five or more unpaid parking violation citations 
within an eighteen month period are outstanding, the owner may obtain release of 
the vehicle by any of the means set forth in (a) above. 


SECTION 4. Section 5Z3.05 of the Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended as follows: 

523.05 Release of Vehicle; Storage Fee; Hearings. 

Before the owner or his agent is permitted to remove an impounded vehicle 
from any City pound, he shall: 

(a) Pay the immobilization and/or towing charge applicable to this type of vehicle. 

(b) Pay the storage charge applicable to this type of vehicle. The rate charged is 
for each day or fraction thereof.

(c) In the event that the Owner of the vehicle believes that the immobilization or 
towing was not authorized by law, he may demand a hearing on the impoundment 
before a Magistrate having jurisdiction. Such demand shall be made in writing upon 
a form supplied by the City. Such hearing shall be held no later than the first day, 
excluding Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays, following the demand therefor. The 
issue to be determined at such hearing shall be whether reasonable cause existed to 
believe that the vehicle impounded was in violation of the traffic ordinances and 
laws of the City of Pittsburgh or of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and that 
the towing of such vehicle was authorized by law. As to whether or not the vehicle 
was in violation the record as provided by the Pittsburgh Traffic Court shall be a 
conclusive presumption of the violation. 


(1) Any person whose vehicle is impounded under the provision of this Chapter 
shall have the right to leave the vehicle in the City's tow lot pending the 
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hearing referred to in (c) above. 


(2) If the Magistrate determines that the vehicle was impounded without 
reasonable cause to believe that it was in violation of the traffic ordinances 
and laws of the City of Pittsburgh or of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, or 
that the towing was unauthorized by law, the owner or any person on behalf of 
the owner shall be entitled to immediate release and return of the vehicle 
without the payment of any towing fee or storage charges. However, such a 
finding shall not preclude a Magistrate or other Court of competent 
jurisdiction from subsequently requiring payment of towing or storage fees as a 
part of any penalty imposed in connection with a conviction on the underlying 
traffic offense. 


(3) If the Magistrate determines that the vehicle was impounded with 
reasonable cause, the owner or any person on behalf of the owner may obtain 
release of the vehicle by the means set forth in Paragraphs (a) and (b) above. 

SECTION 5. Section 523.06 Payment Under Protest of the Pittsburgh Code is 
hereby amended as follows: 

523.06 Payment Under Protest. 

Payment of immobilization, towing and storage charges unless made under 
protest shall be final and conclusive, and shall constitute a waiver of any right to 
recover the money so paid. 

SECTION 6. Section 523.07 Protest Hearing of the Pittsburgh Code is hereby 
amended as follows: 

523.07 Protest Hearing. 

If the immobilization, towing and impounding charges are paid under protest, the 
offender shall be entitled to a hearing before a Magistrate having jurisdiction. The 
defendant shall be proceeded against and receive such notice as is provided by the 
Commonwealth Vehicle Code in other cases of summary offenses, and shall have the 
same rights of appeal and waiver of hearing. If the Magistrate acquits the defendant, the 
Magistrate shall certify to the City Treasurer the transcript of the hearing and his 
disposition of the case, and the City Treasurer shall within five days refund to the 
defendant the amount of immobilization, towing and storage charges paid by him or in his 
behalf. 

SECTION 7. Section 525.01 of the Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended as follows: 
Section 525.01 Authority to Impose Immobilization and Towing Charges. 

(a) The City Treasurer is hereby authorized to impose and collect a charge of 
thirty-five dollars ($35.00) to cover the costs of immobilization of vehicles. A 
notice of this charge shall be given on the warning notice placed on each imobilized 
vehicle as provided for in section 521.01. 

(b) The City Treasurer is hereby authorized to impose and collect charges for 
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towing vehicles by City towing trucks or by private towers under contract with the 
City according to the schedules set forth by this Chapter. 

SECTION 8. That any Ordinance or part of Ordinance, conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby repealed so far as the same 
affects this Ordinance.

SECTION 1. Title 10 - The 
Building Code, Article 18, Section 1806 
Protection of Public and Workers is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

1806.1 General: Whenever a 

building or structure is erected, altered, 
repaired, removed or demolished, the 
operation shall be conducted in a safe 
manner and suitable protection for the 
general public and workers employed 
thereon shall be provided. 

1806.2 Fences: Every construction 
operation located 5 feet (1524 mm) or 
less from the street lot line shall be 
enclosed with a fence not less than 8 
feet (2438 mm) high to prevent entry of 
unauthorized persons. When located 
more than 5 feet (1524 mm) from the 
street lot line, (a fence or other barrier 
shall be erected when required by the 
building official. All fences shall be of 
adequate strength to resist wind pressure 
as specified in Section 915.0.) a 6 foot 
fence (1829 mm) or other barrier shall be 
erected when required by the building 
official. Fences shall be of solid 
construction sheathed with one-inch 
lumber or other approved materials, and 
shall be of adequate strength to resist 
wind pressure as specified in Section 
915.0. 


1806.3 Sidewalk bridge: Whenever 
the ground is excavated under the 
sidewalk, a sidewalk bridge shall be 
constructed at least 4 feet (1219 mm) 
wide, or a protected walkway (of equal 
width shall be erected in the street, 
provided the required permit for such 
walkway is obtained from the 
administrative authority.) shall be 
erected in the street in accordance with 
applicable provisions of Section 1806.4. 

1806.4 Sidewalk shed: Sidewalk 
sheds shall be provided in accordance 
with Sections 1806.4,1 through 
1806.4.4. Shed roofs shall consist of a 
roof deck extending over the entire 
sidewalk, together with its supporting 
structural framework. The roof deck 
shall be constructed of not less than two 
layers of two inch planking or of other 
approved materials of equal strength and 
shall be designed to support a 
superimposed load of not less than 250 
pounds per square foot. Every sidewalk 
shed shall be kept well lighted 
continuously between sunset and sunrise. 

1806.4.1 (Within 10 feet of street 
lot line: When any building or part 
thereof which is located within 10 feet 
(3048 mm) of the street lot line is to be 
erected or raised to exceed 40 feet 
(12192 mm) in height, or whenever a 
building more than 40 feet (12192 mm) in 
height within 10 feet (3048 mm) of the 
street lot line is to be demolished, a 
sidewalk shed shall be erected and 
maintained for the full length of the 
building on all street fronts for the 
entire time that work is performed on 
the exterior of the building.) 
Requirements for new construction: 
When buildings are erected within 10 
feet (3048 mm) of the street line, a 
sidewalk shed shall be provided and 
maintained during the period when 
materials are being placed or handled on 
the street front above the level of the 
sidewalk, with the following exceptions: 
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1. When the height of a building 
does not exceed three stories or 45 
feet aTrnr mm), a barricade, as 
defined in Section 1806.4.3.1, 
located not less than 10 feet (3048 
mm) from the building may be used 
in lieu of a sidewalk shed. 

2. When the height of the building 
does not exceed four stories or 50 
feet (15240 mm), a fence, 
constructed in accordance with 
Section 1806.2, located not less than 
10 feet (3048 mm) from the building 
may be used in lieu of a sidewalk 
shed. 

1806.4.2 (Within 20 feet of street 

lot line: When the building being 

demolished or erected is located within 
20 feet (6096 mm) of the street lot line 
and is more than 40 feet (12192 mm) in 
height, exterior flare fans or catch 
platforms shall be erected at vertical 
intervals of not more than two stories.) 
Additional stories: When additional 

stories are added to an existing building, 
a thrust-out platform, constructed in 
accordance with Section 1806.5, shall be 
provided at the level of the lowest 
additional story and maintained during 
the period when materials are being 
placed or handled on the street front. 

1806.4.3 (Buildings higher than six 

stories: When the building being 

demolished or erected is more than six 
stories or 75 feet (22860 mm) in height, 
unless set back from the street lot line a 
distance more than one half its height, a 
sidewalk shed shall be provided.) 
Demolition: When a building to be 

demolished is located within 25 feet 
(7620 mm) from the street line, a 
sidewalk shed shall be provided except 
under the following conditions: 

1. When the height of the building 
does not exceed two stories or 30 
feet (9144 mm), a barricade, as 
defined in Section 1806.4.3.2, 


located not less than 10 feet (3048 
mm) from the building may be used 
in lieu of a sidewalk shed. 

2. When the height of the building 
does not exceed three stories or 40 
feet (12192 mm), a barricade 
located not less than 15 feet (4572 
mm) from the building may be used 
in lieu of a sidewalk shed. 

3. When the height of the building 
does not exceed four stories or 50 
feet (15240 mm), a fence, 
constructed in accordance with 
Section 1806.2, located not less than 
25 feet (7620 mm) from the building 
may be used in lieu of a sidewalk 
shed. 

1806.4.3.1 Buildings or structures 
exceeding four stories or 50 feet (15240 

mm) in height: _ The following 

requirements shall be complied with; 

1. A drawing indicating fences, 
barricades, thrust-out platforms and 
other safeguards which are to be 
used in connection with the 
demolition work shall be submitted 
to Building Inspection. This drawing 
shall be approved by the building 
official before a permit to demolish 
the building or structure is issued. 
The safeguards indicated on the 
approved drawing shall be erected in 
strict compliance therewith. 

2. One thrust-out platform shall be 
erected for each four stories above 
adjoining sidewalk grade, with the 
lowest platform located at the thrid 
story. Thrust-out platforms shall be 
constructed in accordance with 
Section 1806. 

1806.4.3.2 Barricades: _A 

substantial railing or other approved 
barrier which will effectively prevent 
public access to the barricaded area. 

1806.4.4 Walkway: (An adequately 
lighted walkway at least 4 feet (1219 
mm) wide and 8 feet (2438 mm) high in 
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the clear shall be maintained under all 
sidewalk sheds for pedestrians. Where 
ramps are required, they shall conform 
to the provisions of this article and 
Section 815.0.) When a perm anent 
sidewalk is obstructed by a sidewalk 
shed, fence or barricade t a 4 foot (1219 
mm) wide temporary walkway shall be 
provided except that in congested 
districts the building official may recmirr? 
additional width. All walkways shall be 
designed to support a live load of not less 
than 250 pounds per square foot, and 
shall be provided with railings and guards 
of dressed lumber. If such railings and 
guards are nearer the street curb than 4 
feet (1219 mm), there shall be a guard 
rail of dressed lumber on the street 
side. In the event the construction of a 
building or structure requires a 
temporary walkway to be elevated above 
the curb level of the street, the walkway 
may be built to a height not exceeding 4 
feet (1219 mm) above the curb level." 
Where ramps are required, they shall 
conform to the provisions of this article 
and Section 815.0. 

1806.5 Thrust out platforms: (The 
building official may approve thrust out 
platforms or other substitute protections 
in lieu of sidewalk sheds when deemed 
adequate to insure the public safety. 
Thrust out platforms shall not be used 
for the storage of materials.) A thrust 
out platform shall be constructed of not 
less than two layers of two inch planking 
or of other approved materials of equal 
strength and shall be designed to support 
a superimposed load of not less than 250 
pounds per square foot.

every thirty minutes, unless the 
person is detained for security 
reasons, as verified by Detex or 
comparable equipment (or a system 
by which the required surveillance 
rounds may be accurately recorded). 
Copies of the surveillance records 
must be supplied monthly to the 
license officer or his designee. No 
person who is responsible for 
collecting money or parking cars 
shall also be responsible for 
surveillance.

763.04(f) 

There shall be surveillance of all 
areas of all enclosed parking garages 
in which attendants do not park all 
of the vehicles during peak business 
hours but not less than sixteen (16) 
hours per day from 10 a.m. through 
1:30 a*m. The hours of surveillance 
shall be posted to all entrances and 
may not be changed without notice 
to the License Officer. Such 
surveillance shall include, at a 
minimum, a closed-circuit television 
system which will provide uniformed 
garage security personnel with a 
view of all areas of the parking 
garage which are open to the public 
or uniformed garage security 
personnel to patrol each area of the 


parking garage at least one time 
every thirty minutes, unless the 
person is detained for security 
reasons, as verified by Detex or 
comparable equipment. Copies of 
the surveillance records must by 
supplied monthly to the license 
officer or his designee. No person 
who is responsible for collecting 
money or parking cars shall also be 
responsible for surveillance. This 
provision may be complied with by 
any alternative means so long as the 
City can be assured that there is 
surveillance of all areas of parking 
garage at least one time every 30 
minutes and that there is a method 
for verifying that surveillance.

On and after January 1, 1985, all 
concrete walls in all enclosed 
parking garages in which attendants 
do not park all of the vehicles the 
lighting in every part of all enclosed 
parking garages in which attendants 
do not park all vehicles shall be a 
minimum of five foot candles at all 
times measured at a level of five 
feet above the ground. 

(k) 

All enclosed parking garages in 
which attendants do not park all of 
the vehicles shall have directional 
arrows on walls and roadways to 
indicate the direction of the nearest 
exit or elevator. 

The License Officer may grant a 
waiver to any operator from 
complying with the time provisions 
of subsections (e), (f) and (h) if the 
operator establishes that no motor 
vehicles will be parked in the 
parking place in return for 
consideration during the hours that 
lighting, security guards or 
uniformed garage personnel are 
mandated by the above provisions. 
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However, during any such hours for 
which a waiver is granted, the 
operator must post a sign warning 
persons who may park in such 
location that no security guards or 
other personnel will be on duty. 

In addition a waiver may be granted 
from the provisions of subsection (h) 
if a parking garage has so many 
entrances as to make it unfeasible 
to provide surveillance for each 
entrance.

discharge thereinto of wastes which may 
damage the sewers or other facilities of 
the City of Pittsburgh or of Allegheny 
County Sanitary Authority, which may 
interfere with or pass through the 
Allegheny County Sanitary Authority 
Sewage Treatment Process, or which 
may endanger life, health of safety, or 


may violate laws, rules or regulations 
controlling the discharge of sewage and 
industrial waste as promulgated by the 
Federal Government, the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, the County of 
Allegheny, The Ohio Valley Sanitation 
Commission or by the Allegheny County 
Sanitary Authority; and providing for 
penalties for violation. 

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
(hereinafter called "City") is a party to a 
long-term sewage service agreement 
with the Allegheny County Sanitary 
Authority (hereinafter called 

n ALCOSAN tt ) whereby the sewers located 
in said City connect to ALCOSAN sewers 
and ALCOSAN operates and maintains a 
Sewage Disposal System providing 
sewage treatment service for the sewage 
coming the City. 

WHEREAS, the discharge of 
certain wastes into City sewers could 
damage or clog not only the City’s 
sewers but also the structuires and other 
facilities of the ALCOSAN Sewage 
Disposal System, could interfere with the 
proper oepration thereof or pass through 
the ALCOSAN Sewage Disposal System 
untreated; and 

WHEREAS, some of such wastes 
are dangerous to the health, life and 
safety of oerating personel and the 
public and some create offensive 
nuisance conditions; and 

WHEREAS, the said sewage service 
agreement requires the City to exercise 
its rights and powers to carry into effect 
the purposes and intent of such 
agreement and required the City to 
enact an ordinance incorporating all or 
designated portions of ALCOSAN's Rules 
and Regulations and providing 
appropriate penalties for the violation 
thereof, to amend such ordinance from 
time to time as requested by ALCOSAN 
and to enforce the provisions thereof 
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fully and prosecute all violators thereof 
diligently; 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act, 33 XJ.S.C. 
.1251, et seq., and the regulations 
progulated pursuant thereto, 40 C.F.R. 
.403.1 et seq., ALCOSAN is required to 
develop a pretreatment program, 
regulating hte discharge of pollutants by 
industrial users into the Sewage Disposal 
System; 

NOW THEREFORE THE COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH 
HEREBY ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

Chapter 431 Usage and Connections 
of Article 3 Sewers of Title Four, 
Public Places and Property of the 
Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

431.01 DEFINITIONS. For the 
purposes of this chapter, the following 
terms shall have the meanings 
hereinafter designated: 

(a) Interfere, the term "interfere" 
shall mean any inhibition or disruption of 
the ALCOSAN facilities, its treatment 
processes or operations, its sludge 
processes, use or disposal, or of any 
sewer, pipe or other conveyance located 
in the City, and transmitting substances 
into the ALCOSAN facilities, which is a 
cause of any signficantly contributes to 
either a violation of any requirement of 
ALCO SAN's National Pollution 
Discharged Elimination System Permit 
(hereinafter called "NPDES Permit") 
including an increase in the magnitude or 
duration of a violation or to the 
prevention of sewage sludge use or 
disposal by ALCOSAN in accordance 
with the following statutory provisions 
and rules, regulations or permits issued 
thereunder: Pennsylvania Sewage 

Facilities Act (35 P.S. .691.1, et seq.), 
Pennsylvania Solid Waste Management 


Act (35 P.S. .6018.101), Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act (33 U.S.C. .1251, 
et seq.), including Title n, more 
commonly referred to as the Resource 
Conservation and Recovery Act and 
including all Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania statutes and Pennsylvania 
Department of Environmental Resources 
Regulations prepared pursuant to 
Subtitle D of the Solid Waste Disposal 
Act. the Clean Air Act (42 U.S.C. .6901, 
et seq.), and the Toxic Substances 
Control Act (42 U.S.C. .2601, et seq.), 
County of Allegheny Health Code and 
the Pollution Control Standards of the 
Ohio River Valley Water Sanitation 
Commission. (All such statutory 
provisions, rules, regulations or permits 
are hereinafter collectively called 
"Laws") A user significantly contributes 
to such a permit violation or prevention 
or sludge use or disposal in accordance 
with the above-cited laws whenever such 
user: 

(1) discharges daily pollutant 
loading in excess of that allowed by 
permit or b contract with ALCOSAN or 
by Federal, Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, County of Allegheny, 
ALCOSAN or City laws, ordinances, 
rules or regulations; 

(2) discharges wastewater which 
substantially differs in nature or 
consitutes from the user's average 
discharge; or 

(3) knows or has reason to know 
that its discharge, alone or in 
conjunction with discharges from other 
sources, would result in a permit 
violation, or 

(4) Knows or has reason to know 
that ALCOSAN is, for any reason, 
violating its final effluent limitations in 
its permit and that such user's discharge 
either alone or in conjunction with 
discharges from other sources, increases 




the magnitude or duration of ALCOSAN's 
violations. 

431.02 PROHIBITED SUBSTANCES. 

(a) No person, frim, association or 
corporation shall discharge or permit the 
discharge or infiltration into any City 
sewer which is connection directly or 
indirectly with the Sanitary Authority's 
Sewage Disposal System or into a sewer 
connected to such a City sewer or into 
the Sanitary Authority's Sewage Disposal 
System of any of the following 
substances: 

(1) Mineral acids, waste acid, 
pickling or plating liquors from the 
pickling or plating of iron steel brass, 
copper or chromium, or any other 
dissolved or solid substances in such 
amounts which will endanger health or 
safety, interfere with the flow in sewers, 
attack or corrode sewers, or sewage 
structures or equipment, or otherwise 
interfere with the operation of the 
sewers of their facilities of the City or 
the Sanitary Authority. 

(2) Cyanides or cyanogen 
compounds capable of liberating 
hydrocyanic gas on acidification. 

(3) Fats, entrails, and the like 
from meat processing plants, rendering 
plants and similar industries and 
establishments. 

(4) Gas tar, phenols in 
concentrations greater than 60 parts per 
million, residues from petroleum storage, 
refining or processing, excess fuel or 
lubricating oil, gasoline, naphatha, 
benzene or explosive or flammable 
liquids, solids or gasses. 

(5) Ashes, cinders, sand, mud, 
lime, or acetylene sludges, straw, 
shavings, metals, glass, rages, feathers, 
tar, plastics wood, sawdust, paunch 


manure, hair, hides, dead animals, spent 
mash and grain, pulp from food 
processing, water or wastes containing 
excess grease, or any other solids or 
viscous substances capable of causing 
obstruction to teh flow in sewers or 
other interfere with the proper oepration 
of the City's of the Sanitary Authority's 
facilities. The combined concenstration 
of oil (Paragraph (4) and grease shall not 
exceed 200 parts per million. 

(6) Sludges or other materials 
from septic tanks or similar facilities or 
from sewage or industrial waste 
treatment plants or from water 
treatment plants; unless the discharge of 
such sludges and other materials is 
permitted by existing legal restrictions 
and the regulations and orders of the 
City, the Allegheny County Health 
Department, and is specifically approved 
by the Sanitary Authority. 

(7) Garbage, whether ground or 
not, except properly shredded garbage in 
aprivate dwelling, apartment building, 
hotel, commerical restaurant or retail 
store, resulting from the proper use of a 
garbage grinder or disposer or a type 
approved by the City, the Allegheny 
County Health Department and the 
Sanitary Authority and maintain in good 
oeprating condition. 

(8) Water or wastes having a ph 
lower than 5.0 or higher than 10.0 or 
having and other corrosive property 
capable of causing damage or hazard to 
structures, equipment or personnel of the 
City or the Sanitary Authority. 

(9) Any industrial or commerical 
discharge which violates Categorical or 
General Pretreatment Standards as 
establishes by authorized agencies of the 
Federal Government or the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania or which 
violates specific discharge standards 
establishes by the Sanitary Authority. 
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431.03 PROHIBITIONS. 

(a) No person, firm, association or 
corporation shall introduce or cause to 
be introduces, directly or indirectly into 
the facilities of ALCOSAN or into any 
sewer, pipe or other conveyance located 
in the City and transmitting substances 
into the facilities of ALCOSAN, any 
toxic substance, pollutant or other 
wastewater which will (1) cause 
inteference with the operation or 
performance of ALCOSAN's treatment 
plant or other facilities or (2) pass 
through ALCOSAN*s treatment plant or 
other facilities. 

(b) No person, firm, association or 
corporation shall introduce permit or 
cause to be introduced, directly or 
indirectly into the facilities of 
ALCOSAN or into anu sewer, pipe or 
other conveyance located in the City and 
transmitting substances into the 
facilities of ALCOSAN any of the 
following: 

(1) Any pollutant or wastewater 
which will interfere with or substantially 
adversely affect the operation or 
performance of the ALCOSAN 
Treatment Plant, or pass through said 
Plant into navigable waters or streams of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
quantities or concentrations which are a 
cause of and signficantly contributes to a 
violation of any requirement of the 
above-cited Laws of the ALCOSAN 
NPDES Permit, or adversely affect the 
use or disposal of ALCOSAN sludge or 
other residues. 

(2) Any substance which will 
endanger the life, health of safety of the 
treatment plant, sewer maitenance and 
plant or safety of the treatment plant, 
sewer maintenance and plant operations 
personnel or which would perclude safety 
entry into the sewer system or any 
portion of the treatment plant. 


(3) Any ignitable, reactive, 

explosive or corrosive waste. 

(4) All wastes that are defined or 
listed as hazardous under the regulations 
enacted by agencies of the Federal 
Government or the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 

(5) Any wastewater with a 

temperature great enough to inhibit 
biological activity in the ALCOSAN 
Treatment Plant. 

(6) Any waste which exceeds the 

naturally occuring background levels for 
either alpha, beta or gamma radiation 
and/or any wastewater containing any 
radioactive wastes or isotopes of such 
half if e or concentration not in 

compliance with applicable State or 
Federal regulations. 

(7) Any solids or viscous 
substances capable of causing 
obstruction to the flow in sewers or 
other interference with the proper 
operation of ALCOSAN's facilties or 
facilities discharging into the 
ALCOSAN's system. 

(8) Any noxious or malodorous 
liquids, gases or solids which either 
singly or by ineraction with other wastes 
may create a public nuisance or 
adversely affect public health or safety. 

(9) Pathological wastes from a 
hospital or other medical establishment. 

(10) Garbage, whether ground or 
not, except properly shredded food waste 
garbage resulting from the proper use of 
a garbage grinder or disposer of a type 
approved by ALCOSAN and maintained 
in good operating condition. 

(11) Sludges or other materials from 
septic tanks or similar facilities or from 
sewage or industrial waste treatment 
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PRIVATE

plants or from water treatment plant; 
unless the discharge of such sludges and 
other materials is specifically approved 
byALCOSAN. 

(12) Any substance which violates 
discharge regulations as established by 
authorized agencies of the Federal 
Government, the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, the Ohio River Valley 
Water Sanitation Commission, Allegheny 
County or ALCOSAN. 

(c) No person, firm, association or 
corporation shall introduce, directly or 
cause to be introduce, directly or 
indirectly,into the facilities of 
ALCOSAN or into any sewer, pipe or 
other conveyance located in the City and 
transmitting substances, pollutant or 
other wastewater, in violation of a 
National Categorical or General 
Pretreatment Standards promulgated by 
the U.S. Government Protection Agency 
pursuant to Sections 307(b) and (c) of the 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act (33 
U.S.C. .1317 (b) and (c). 

(d) No person, firm, association or 
corporation shall take any action or do or 
cause to be done any thing in violation of 
any provision of te Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act or of any 
regulation promulgated by the U.S. 
Enviromental Protection Agency 
pursuant thereto. 

(e) No person, firm, assoication or 
corporation shall take any action or do or 
cause to be done any thing in violation of 
any rule or regulation of ALCOSAN or of 
laws, ordinances, rules or regulation of 
ALCOSAN or of laws, ordinances, rules 
or regulations of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, the County of Allegheny, 
the Ohio River Valley Water Sanitation 
Commission or the City pertaining to 
sewage discharge, introduce or 
treatment.
